WHO needs violence in sport? 

Two decades ago, violence in sport was 
unheard of but today it is part of our society. 

Recent weeks have seen outbreaks of fighting 
in rugby league, rugby union, Australian Rules and 
Soccer. 

Rale Rasic recently said there were maybe four 
or five fouls throughout the FA Cup final between 
Liverpool and Everton but in Australia, players 
commit 40 and up to 60 fouls a game. 

Australian Governments have decided to take 
action against sports violence because they know 
it is a creeping disease which can effect the 
younger generation more than anyone else. 

Last month, a front page article in ASW pointed 
out that Soccer in Australia had become too 
violent and is likely to get even rougher as clubs 
scramble to finish in the top 14 of the National 
League, 

Crude tackling, especially from behind, is ban- 
ned in Europe and visiting players are often 
stunned by the severity of our local clashes. 

Australian players, coaches, officials and re- 
ferees will have a marvellous opportunity to 
watch how the world’s best handle the same 
situation through the live coverage of the World 
Cup in Mexico. 

FIFA has already instructed referees to protect 
leading players from violent or cynical fouls and it 
will surprise if these people fail to keep control. 

Soccer has often been promoted as the sport 
for young children to join to get away from the 
tough physical play of the other codes. 

Parents don’t want their youngsters growing up 
with broken noses, cauliflower ears and leg 
injuries which carry through life. 

Sport does not have any need for holligans, on 
the field or in the stand and Australian Soccer 
should look more seriously at putting its house in 
order. 

Europe has shown what can be done with stern 
punitive measures and the Jim Comans no 
nonsense era in rugby league quickly cleaned up 
the more violent elements. 

Referees need to apply the laws more strictly 
and the judiciary committee should support them 
with more appropriate penalties. 

Steve Kamasz has already announced plans to 
eradicate this growing evil. 

Soccer fans everywhere want goals and en- 
tertainment and Australians should not accept or 
encourage violence. 
alte time to act. There’s already been too much

ITALY were left rueing the fact that they spurned a definite win on 
Sunday after Nasko Sirakov latched onto a cross in the 84th minute to 
head home a cross from the right and give Bulgaria a last gasp 1-1 draw 
with the defending championsin the opening match of the World Cup. 


The Azzurri had the 
game in hand for almost 
the duration and the 
Bulgarians rarely if ever 
looked dangerous, apart 
from when Plamen Getov 
was involved, 

But Italy were their 
own worst enemies. Far 
from not attacking 
enough, they attacked 
plenty and it was a sight to 
behold, but the fact is the 
clinical finishing usually 
attributed to the Italian 
front-runners was not 
there. 

If it wasn’t for the lack 
of finishing then there was 
the brilliance of Borislav 
Mihailov in goal for Bul- 
garia. He denied the 
attacking forays some five 
occasions. 

20-year-old Italian mid- 
fielder Fernando De 
Napoli was brilliant in 
only his second match for 
the national side. 

When he wasn’t up 
front attacking or dis- 
playing his skills in mid- 
field he was in the centre 
of defence saving the day 
for his side as he did in the 
35th minute when the 
Bulgarians were seeming- 
ly right through. 

And who can forget his 
wicked curling shot in the 
second half that all but 
went in? 

De Napoli’s earliest 
effort came from a Bruno 
Conti corner when he col- 
lected the ball short and 
let fly just over the 
crossbar. 

Whilst the youngster 
was in fine form he was 
overshadowing his more 
illustrious counterparts 
such as Antonio Cabrini 
and Giuseppe Bergomi, 
both of whom were very 
disappointing in defence.

For all his work in the 
midfield Getov finally 
made a break out wide and 
crossed to where Sirakov 
came flying in but com- 
pletely missed a heading 
chance. 

Then on the half hour 
Altobelli went on a fine 
dribbling run, the ball ran 
loose to the usually very 
reliable Antonio Di Gen- 
naro but his shot missed by 
a fair way. 

Altobelli was again in 
the thick of the action two 
minutes from half-time 
when he sent the Italian 
fans into raptures with the 
opening goal of the series. 

A foul on Galderisi set 
up a free-kick outside the 
area for Di Gennaro. The 
Veronese’s cross was met 
with a fierce volley by the 
unmarked Altobelli that 
flew into the net. 

Italy displayed their 
attacking class in the 
second term and for a time 
it seemed if they put their 
minds well and truly on 
the job ahead they might 
have rattled up a big win. 

Conti nearly got 
Galderisi in and then 
Gaetano Scirea, the skip- 
per, was brilliantly denied 
by Mihailov when 
Altobelli had put the 
sweeper into the clear on 
the hour. 

Then Bearzot pulled 
off the injured Conti and 
brought on Under 21 cap- 
tain Gianluca Vialli. 

Vialli was soon in ac- 
tion with a throw to the 
feet of Vierchowod, the. 
right-back let loose with a 
tasping shot that flew just 
over. 

In the 71st minute 
Getov’s corner was mishit 
by the substitute Kostadin 
Kostadinov and Galli 
saved at his feet. 


CANADA, the 1,000 to one outsiders almost 
caused the first giant upset in the World Cup 
finals in Mexico when they held favoured 
France to a solitary 1-0 win ‘at Leon. 


France needed until 11 
minutes from fulltime to 
score the goal that gave 
them maximum points for 
the match. 

Michel Platini, the 
European Footballer of 
the Year, led his team and 
it was only superior condi- 
tion in the second half 
which enabled the French 
team to break through. 

Canada held its highly 
favoured opponent in the 
first half and actually cre- 
ated the first scoring 
chance in the 11th minute. 

Keeper Joel Bats 
moved off his line in the 
French goal and was 
stranded when he raced 
out to cut off the ball only 
to find it didn’t come 
through. 

Instead, Canadian mid- 


fielder Mike Sweeney lob- 
bed a shot into the goal 
area where it was headed 
off the line by Maxime 
Bossis. 

The French tempo pick- 
ed up in the second half as 
the constant defending 
took its toll on the Cana- 
dians. 

Substitute Yannick 
Stopyra, who replaced 
Dominique Rocheteau, 
crossed into the penalty 
area where Jean-Pierre 
Papin headed into the top 
of the net. 

In fact, the poor 
finishing cost France a 
number of chances and 
this area will need to be 
improved for the team to 
be successful over its other 
Group C opponents Hun- 
gary and Russia. 


Italy should really have 
been two up in the 73rd 
minute when a replica 
free-kick as in the goal 
was curled across from Di 
Gennaro. Altobelli 
headed the ball across goal 
where Cabrini headed in- 
explicably over from only 
two metres. 

Cabrini followed up 
soon after with a shot 
wide. Di Gennaro played a 
long ball in the 82nd mi- 
nute that had Vialli racing” 
up the wing. His cross was 
chested down by 
Altobelli, who curled the 
ball at goal but the keeper 
was equal to the task 
again. 

With Italy relaxing and 
thinking they had the two 
points, a break and cross 
from the Bulgarians gave 
them a huge shock, The 
ball was slung over with 
but six minutes remaining 
and Sirakov atoned for his 
early miss to power in a 
header past the hapless 
Galli. 

For the game against 
Argentina, Conti will 
have to become involved 
as he was in this match but 
not be as predictable as he 
was. Also Bearzot must 
bring in Aldo Serena or 
Paolo Rossi for some 
potency in the finishing 
department in place of the 
ineffectual Galderisi.

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INSPIRED MAROONS GIVE 
LESSON TO NSW AND

QUEENSLAND’S Mighty Maroons left national 
coach Frank Arok with something to think 
about following a fighting 1-0 win over NSW at 
Perry Park in Brisbane last Sunday. 


And a few of Alan 
Vest’s Blues side would do 
well to ponder on their 
own performances after 
an uncommitted showing. 

Arok missed the game 
because he was in Mexico 
for the world Cup and the 
Queenslanders who felt 
they had been snubbed 
showed from the start that 
they had a point to prove. 

Queensland won the 
match because they played 
as a team, they wanted to 
win, they fought harder 
and quite simply, they 
played better. 

NSW were never given 
a chance to get into the 
game and by the end a few 
Blues players had lost in- 
terest and Queensland 
stormed home with a 
Kieran Cooper winner in 
the 82,d minute. 

The goal came from a 
John Ogden free kick 
wide on the right after 
Dave Ratcliffe had fierce- 
ly brought down Queens- 
land striker Danny 
Wright. 

Ogden, one of Queens- 
land’s best, drove a low 
free kick into the box in 
what was a pre-planned 
Queensland set piece. The 
ball deflected off NSW 
midfielder Peter Rasko- 
poulos and found Queens- 
land defender Frank Lid- 
dell at the far post. 


Liddell’s fierce shot re- 
bounded across the goal 
mouth and Cooper side- 
footed in from close range 
to bring the 4,000 strong 
crowd to its feet. 

Queensland started the 
game with a 4-4-2 forma- 
tion featuring nine players 
from Brisbane Lions and 


the remaining two from 
Brisbane City. 


Queensland coach 
Bruce Stowell had master- 
minded a plan to shut 
down the Blues defence 
and midfield in their own 
half and thus restricting 
the service to NSW’s star- 
studded forward line, 
which included Socceroos 
John Kosmina and Frank 
Farina. 


The plan worked to 
perfection with NSW de- 
fenders being forced into 
error and the four-man 
Queensland defence com- 
pletely overshadowing the 
uninspiring Blues mid- 
field.

GOALKEEPERS 


THE continuing progress of Mike Gibson in goal 
for St George is of much interest to me.

Five years ago I men- 
tioned to Frank Arok that 
there was a young 
goalkeeper at Penrith who 
was the best I had seen for 
his age since I came to 
Australia. 


Frank did not do any- 
thing at that time, but 
subsequently signed Gib- 
son after he had played a 
couple of seasons at natio- 
nal league level when Pen- 
tith were granted top 
league status. 


I have wondered when 
it might be that Terry 
Greedy would find his 
goalkeeping position at 
Saints under threat from a 
younger rival. 

Recently he voluntarily 
relinquished the position 
to Gibson, which speaks 
well of Greedy’s 
sportsmanship, his 
coaching of Mike and of 
Gibson’s progress. 

However, there is 
another goalkeeper in this 
country, who according to 
all reports is progressing 
faster than any other. 


He is Canberra City’s 
Tony Franken. 

I have not seen him so 
cannot comment. 

But the Franken and 
Gibson stories highlight 
the reason for this article 
— the high standard of 
goalkeeping in this 
country. 

Even hough not rated 
the best goalkeeper in this 
country Yakka Banovic 
of Melbourne now playing 
for Brunswick Juventus, 


was an outstanding success 
with Derby County in 
England. 


Indeed I am surprised 
that more of our goalkeep- 
ers have not made the trek 
overseas as has been the 
case with outfield players. 

From the great Ron 
Lord onward, which is as 
far as my Australian ex- 
perience goes back, 
goalkeepers have excelled 
here, but especially in re- 
cent years.

often evident in such 
clashes. 

The standard of some 
refereeing this year has 
been deplorable with 
games degenerating into 
physical battles devoid of 
skill or entertainment. 

The ability of referees 
is well known by coaches 
and players and it is evi-_ 
dent as soon as the re- 
feree’s name is known 
what type of game you can 
expect under his control. 

A top panel of referees 
should be formed consis- 
ting of the best referees, 
with this group given con- 
trol of the national league 
games. 

If their form is below 
the accepted level then 


they should be relegated to 


a lower league and re- 
placed by the most compe- 
tent referee from the next 
group. 

At present inexperi- 
enced whistlers are put in 
charge of the top games 
and with players and 
coaches under extra press- 
ure to produce results this 
year the failings of the ref 
are sadly exposed and the 
game deteriorates as play- 
ers become disheartened 
with refereeing decisions. 

The first 10 minutes of 
a game should be used by 
the referee to establish the 
ground rules so that play- 
ers are made aware of the 
behaviour that will be 
tolerated during the game. 

Once this has been 
established then, with con- 
sistent ruling by the ref, 
players will respond by 
concentrating on the ball 
and leave the referee to 
handle mettering out of 
punishment. Retaliatory 
action is no longer neces- 
sary and the game is able 
to flow with supporters 
getting their money’s 
worth. 

Getting people to the 
game is of paramount im- 
portance to the survival of 


the league. To do this the 
game must be made more 
attractive and entertain- 
ing. Any changes that will 
help in this area should be 
encouraged and given ey- 
ery chance to succeed.

One of the reasons 
given is that they are not 
“used up” with constant 
barrages of shots and cros- 
ses as happened in earlier 
years when scores of 6-5 
were not unusual. 


In some games these

But the goalkeeper’s 
role has changed and he 
has other jobs to do which 
were not as prevalent in 
days gone by. 


In many teams he is the 
sweeper who intercepts the 
through balls hit beyond 
the line of defence.

FOR all their impress- 
ive performances 
over the past few 
months it is unlikely 
that England can or 
will go on to play in 
the World Cup Final.

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The administration may 
rightly argue that the best 
players in the State have 
been selected in the eyes 
of the appointed coach, 
and if others were given 
the option to select the 
side, it most probably 
would differ. 

No one could ever deny 
such a statement as each 
coach has his own style of 
play which is dependant 
on likes and dislikes in a 
players attitude and 
character. 

However ASW is not 
disappointed on the team 
selections, they could poss- 
ibly be the best in the 
State. 

But what should not be 
allowed is where coaches 
competing and coaching in 
the NSW Youth League, 
are given the right to 
apply for NSW State 
coaching positions. 

Coaching a State junior 
side is to some extent a 
prestigious position to 
hold, and an important 
cog in the development of 
our outstanding junior 
talent. 

A coaching opinion to- 
wards selection must be 
totally unbiased if the best 
players in this State are to 
be selected. 

Only then can harmony 
be achieved involving 
players, clubs and parents. 
Appointing club coaches 
in such vital positions cre- 
ates situations which the 
administration should be 
trying to avoid. 

State coaches are 
logically in contact with 
all the talented players in 
this State, and especially 
within the Metropolitan 
competition. 


They are State coaches 
for only a month or two, 
the rest of their year is 
devoted to their club sides. 


It has been often 
claimed that State coaches 
are able to manipulate 
their position and contacts 
to entice State players to 
their club sides. 

All they need to do is 
sense a player is not con- 
tent with his existing club, 
and then initiate an 
approach. 

Why should clubs en- 
courage and promote their 
players towards the State 
sides when it leaves that 
club vulnerable to having 
their best players enticed 
away. 

From the parent and 
player point of view, hay- 
ing club coaches being able 
to compete for State 
squads creates biased selec- 
tions. 

These problems could 
be easily avoided if the 
administration decided to 
appoint neutral coaches to 
all its State teams. 

This would be viewed as 
a step towards profes- 
sionalism by all involved 
in the junior game. 

The politics created by 
having club coaches will 
“also cease. 

At this stage of a play- 
ers career, politics should 
be avoided at all costs. 
Players should be selected 
on merit and not who they 
know, or who they play 
for. 

The downfall of parents 
and players is that they 
place far too much emph- 
asis on State selection. 

If their sons do not 
make the State side certain 
parents treat the situation

AT THE AWSA’s Board meeting a hearing was set up to conduct an interview of the five NSW 
players who withdrew from the Australian team three weeks prior to the National squad 
departing for New Zealand in March. 


The hearing resulted in 
heavy penalties being 
dished out and forewarned 
by the Australian Soccer 
Weekly when the boycott 
originally errupted.

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NSW SEEKS REVIEW FOR 
THEIR SUSPENDED PLAYERS 


FOLLOWING the suspensions dished out by 
the AWSA last week,the NSW Womens Soc- 
cer Federationissued a press release seeking a 
stay of suspension for its five players that last 
week received suspensions by the AWSA. 


The Press release, 
signed by Ms Helen 
Edmunds-Jones on behalf 
of the NSWWSEF, stated: 
““An alleged misde- 
meanour of the three so- 
called ““Rebel Women Soc- 
cer Players”’, brought two 
of them together to meet 
with NSW Executives, 
their suspended assistant 
national coach and legal 
advisers.

“NSW Federation 
secretary, Mr Uwe Brack- 
low, said that there was no 
merit in the conclusion 
that NSW players had con- 
spired to bring about two 
individual and five mass 
withdrawls from an Au- 
stralian tour to New Zea- 
land last March. 

“The mass withdrawal 
of five players was based 
on genuine financial hard- 
ship and threatened job 
security for some of the 
team members.” 


The release went on to 
state that the NSW offi- 
cials claimed that at a 
hearing conducted by the 
Board of the AWSA in 
Sydney recently, the play- 
ers were denied a natural 
justice as was their coach 


(assistant coach to the 
National squad). 

Mr Lal Byers, the presi- 
dent of the NSWWSF, 
states in the Press release: 
“Tt is encumbent on the 
judiciary to stipulate the 
evidence against the par- 
ties and provide them with 
an opportunity to defend 
the charges. 

“As far as we are con- 
cerned, the charges of mis- 
conduct have not been 
published nor has the evi- 
dence on which the suspen- 
sions are based.” 


The girls also claimed at 
the meeting that the 
AWSA was only able to 
contribute a certain prop- 
ortion of their tour costs, 
and the same Association 
charged the girls for their 
own uniforms and AWSA 
badges they wanted to use 
as give aways to members 
of the opposing teams 
when on tour. 

Following this meeting 
by NSW contingent with 
their lawyer, a request was 
being forwarded to the 
AWSA requesting a grant 
of a stay of the suspen- 
sions so that the matter 
can be reviewed in accord- 
ance with the con:

But he is biding his 
time, and apart from the 
odd reply to the cynical 
media in Mexico and at 
home, Paolo Rossi just 
awaits his chance to ram 
the goals in and the words 
down the so-called experts’ 
throats. 

Rossi’s inclusion in the 
Italian squad, after being 
discarded by Juventus and 
AC Milan (to Verona) as a 
spent force and moreover 
a spent goalscorer, repre- 
sents a colossal act of faith 
by Enzo Bearzot the Ita- 
lian manager. 


At 29 Rossi should be 
considered to have a cou- 
ple of good years left but 
at best he is looked upon 
as a talisman.

WORLD CUP CHAMPIONS 
ITALY UNDER GUARD 


MEXICAN authorities mounted extra security precautions last weekend to safeguard the 
Italian headquarters in Puebla as kick-off time in the World Cup neared. 


More security agents 
were moved into the area 
to ward-off any chance of 
a possible terrorist attack 
against the reigning World 
champion. 

Officials feel the Italian 
team could be a target of 
Lybian terrorists, in the 
wake of Libya’s threat to 
attack American bases in 
Sicily. 

And although Italy’s 
players are going out of 
their way to indicate they 
are not concerned about 
the possibility of terrorist 
activity against them, they 
were more tense than 
usual as their game against 
Bulgaria at the Aztec Sta- 
dium on Sunday Austra- 
lian time approached. 


Italy’s World Cup 
eteran defender Antonio 
Cabrini said he is worried 
about terrorism around 
the world. 


“However I do not 
think anything will hap- 
pen to us here in Mexico,” 
he said. 


“The security and safety 
measures are greater than 
those mounted in 1978 in 
Argentina and 1982 in 
Spain, and it should be all 
right. 


“Probably people are 
fearing something will 
happen to us because the 
security surrounding our 
team is greater than any 
other. 

“T suppose this is be- 
cause we are the cham- 
pions — we get more 
attention than the rest.” 

Team veteran Marco 
Tardelli said he is confi- 
dent everything will go 
well and in the spirt of 
sport and the champion- 
ships. 


“Terrorists have had 
their opportunities to 
attack us in the past, but 
have not,” he said. 


“Why should they make 
an attempt here? 


“With so much security 
around us, the players feel 
safe. 


“Everybody loves the 
World Cup and everbody 
loves the game of Soccer 
at this period — any 
attack would put the 
whole world against the 
attackers. 


“They would gain no- 
thing.” 
On the playing field, 
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Italian coach Enzo Bear- 
zot fuelled specualation by 
not disclosing who would 
be his goalkeeper for the 


opening match of the

The Italian press is still 
trying to have him ben- 
ched, he says. 

“Tt is not always possi- 
ble to speak well of a 
player. I guess I am a big 
name and whatever I do 
makes headlines. So even 
when I am criticised, the 
criticism is harsher than 
for other players,” Rossi 
said. 

The 29-year-old star of 
Italy’s 1982 World Cup 
championship team in 
Spain said he could play 
well in Mexico and he 
rejected claims in the Ita- 
lian press that he had lost 


his edge. 

“Tt’s true that with age 
one’s doubts grow and you 
no longer have the punch 
of earlier days. But I am 
fit and ready to play,” he 
said. 

In 1982 he was picked 
for the squad after sitting 
out a two-year ban for 
involvement in a fixing 
scandal. 

In Italy’s last three 
matches he scored three 
goals against Brazil, two 
against Poland and the 
first goal in the 3-1 victory 
over West Germany for 
the World Cup.

test. 

Dr Teuffer said that 
tests would be carried out 
on two players from each 
team during the first 
round and three players 
per team thereafer. 


He said the draw for 
players to be tested would 
be made at half-time and 
that team officials would 
be told who those were 
five minutes before the 
end of the match.
